Concerning Bull Indexes --- Part III. 


RICE 


Bull examined the general theory 
which bull indexes are founded, namely, that when 
extremes are mated the offspring tend fall somewhere 
between the two parental levels. that article was 
also outlined the workings the three indexes thus 
far proposed. 
the second installment examined these three 
systems from the standpoint of:

From those studies reached the conclusion that 
the best method for indexing bulls was the one based 
the theory blending intermediate inheritance 
where the daughters fall half way between the bull’s in- 
dex and the cow’s average production both regards 
amount milk and percentage butter fat. sug- 
gested that this called the Intermediate Index, the 
name itself being impersonal and also indicating just 
what has been done, namely, the daughters placed in- 
termediate between the two parents.

Whether not they considered the dams’ rec- 
ords well the daughters’. 

Whether not they gave actual numerical 
rating for the bull terms amount milk and per- 
centage butter fat. 

Whether they allowed fairly accurate predic- 
tion the production future daughters. 

Whether they were explainable from genetic 
standpoint. 
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This system stood the test critical analysis better 
than did either the other systems. excelled 
simplicity, completeness, the accuracy its prediction 
value and addition based sound genetic the- 
ory blending intermediate inheritance. 

The purpose this third and last installment 
see whether the use such index would permit 
predict what the production level the daughters 
young untried sire would provided knew the 
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the cows which the young bull 
was mated. 

other words, can make the pedigree the 
young bull complete and its genetic possibilities 
evident that the genetic make-up the young bull will 
readily ascertainable. This the writer has attempted 
find out making some studies full and half 
brothers. Some persons might get the idea that 
were hereby being broadcast. reply, 
can only say that all the material hereinafter contained 
was secured from the authentic published Advanced 
Register records the Guernsey breed. The material 
was all the books, the writer has simply dug out 
and put together the following fashion. 


Genetic Study Three Brothers 


first bulls studied were the three full brothers, 

Langwater Knight 46830, Langwater Valiant 51868 
and Langwater Mixter 69371. These bulls were all 
Langwater Warrior 26509 and out Langwater Gen- 
erous 41958 indicated the accompanying pedigree- 
(Figure I.). 

The procedure adopted was follows. First, the 
Intermediate Index was figured for the sire and the two 
grandsires. For instance, Langwater Warrior 26509 
was bred thirty cows whose average production was

The fraction the left the bull’s index Figure 
indicates the numerator the number daughter- 
dam pairs which his index based, and the de- 
nominator the number registered daughters the bull 
was sire of. The fraction the right the bull’s in- 
dex indicates the numerator the percentage his 
daughters that exceeded their dams amount milk 
and the denominator the percentage his daughters 
that exceeded their dams butter fat percentage. The 
other bulls were indexed similar fashion. 

getting the transmitting index Langwater Gen- 
erous 41958 was first necessary get her own index 
based her three daughters. three daughters 
averaged 

5.15% 


While their sires indexes averaged 14118 


Difference 
Since the daughters averaged less than their sires’ 
average index subtract the differences milk and 
fat per cent from the daughters’ average:

This was remarkably close approximation our 
expectations. compute per cent butter 
fat corrected milk basis means Gaines-Davidson 
formula (milk X’s plus fat X’s 15) find that the 
actual production these thirteen daughters Lang- 
water Knight 46830 missed our prediction per 
cent, or, other words, our prediction came within 
per cent actuality. 

The same procedure for Langwater Valiant 51868 
gave error per cent for his ten daughters; while 
for Langwater Mixter 69371, the error amounted 
per cent thirteen daughters. 

The writer believes that the procedure outlined 
herewith will tell the best that can expect from 
young bull. cannot 100 per cent perfect for the 
simple reason that the pedigree not 100 per cent com- 
plete. For instance, the case Langwater Warrior 
26509 have comparisons thirty daughters with 
their dams out total seventy-four daughters. 
The system will evidently tell the best that can 
expect because the best records are included the pedi- 
gree. will not tell the worst can expect be- 
cause the worst records are not included the pedigree. 

When the pedigree made complete, i.e. when rec- 
ords are available practically all the daughters 
bull and also the dams these daughters, then one 
will able make more accurate prediction.

Genetic Study Two Brothers 


II. gives the results study the full 

brothers, Langwater Hannibal 69279 and Lang- 
water Africander 57121. The transmitting indexes 
the this pedigree were figured outlined above 
for Langwater Generous 41958. the cows trans- 
mitting index the average her own record, her sire’s 
index, and her own index based the record her 
daughter daughters. The computed index these 
two full brothers was 14667 pounds milk and 5.16 
per cent milk. 

From Figure II. seen that the use the com- 
puted index Langwater Hannibal 69279 resulted 
our being able predict the production his nine 
daughters within per cent what they actually did 
produce. the case Langwater Africander 57121 
were able predict within per cent his thirty- 
two daughters’ actual production.

Putting these results together find that the com- 
puted indexes for these eleven bulls based pedigrees 
complete terms indexes for two generations re- 
sulted average error 5.6 per cent.

Conversion Factors Used this Work 


distinction has been made between single and 
double letter records because (1) was felt that 
there relatively small difference hetween them; (2) 
there accurate way determining what such 
conversion factor should and (3) generally speaking, 
there will about many double letter records 
among the dams among the daughters given bull. 

Triple letter records have (1) converted 
age; (2) multiplied 1.15 make allowance for the 
sixty days shorter duration these records, and (3) 
multiplied 1.10 order allow something for the 
lessened number milkings per day.

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Disagreement With Mr. Rice

April 1933, issue the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 

Rice, criticizing the various meth- 
ods evaluating dairy sires that 
have been developed during recent 
years. would seem that Pro- 
fessor Rice about present new 
bull index his own origin and that 
order obtain favorable re- 
ception for it, has first undertaken 
all the systems use 
the present time. 

many cases Professor Rice’s 
criticisms appear rather super- 
ficial and some instances almost 
paradoxical. For instance, dis- 
cussing the mefhod used the 
American Jersey Cattle Club, the 
system judged faulty with the 
statement that based the 
genetic theory the complete 
dominance the bull. cannot 
recall any work that Professor Rice 
has done establish whether milk 
production and butter fat percent- 
age are transmitted 
characters whether the sire and 
the dam contribute equally. How- 
ever, says, most geneticists, 
this country least, believe 
that the characteristics the off- 
spring are determined jointly 
both the sire and dam. 

The method first evolved Pro- 
fessor Gifford and now used the 
American Jersey Cattle Club not 
based the theory the complete 


dominance the bull and feel 
sure that Professor Gifford will 
agree with mein The 
dams’ records are not taken into 
consideration for the reason that 
the record cow does not give 
hereditary make-up what she will 
transmit her progeny. 

Professor Rice will evolve 
accurate method determining 
cow’s transmitting ability, will 
the first urge the adoption 
method evaluating sires taking 
the dams into consideration. The 
fundamental error all bull indexes 
heretofore published that the re- 
producing ability the dam as- 
sumed that her own record 
which erroneous. hope that 
any new plan which Professor Rice 
presents will eliminate 
defect. 

assumed for bull index 
work that cow’s record accurately 
reflects her transmitting ability, 
then genetically the Yapp Index 
correct and consequently this index 
should the one that Professor 
Rice would prefer. Yet, because 
provision made for butter 
fat percentage index, opposed 
it. 

The method evaluating bulls, 
first worked out Professor Gif- 
ford and later substantiated 
work done the office the Amer- 
ican Jersey Cattle Club, was adopt- 


for just three the 
dairy farmer proved bull bull 
which has sufficient informa- 
tion predict, with fair degree 
accuracy, the production thebull’s 
future daughters. Professor Gif- 
ford’s work and the results our 
work showed that the average pro- 
duction bull’s daughters was 
the most reliable and accurate 
method determining this. That 
is, the average production 
bull’s first ten tested daughters gives 
better estimate what his 
future daughters will produce than 
does any the other popular meth- 
ods bull indexes. Gentically, 
correct theories are not important 
the dairyman are actual prac- 
tical results. 

The second reason that through 
this method much greater per- 
centage bulls can proved and 
obvious everyone that the 
more proved bulls have, the 
greater the good the dairy indus- 
try. 

The third reason that this 
method far simpler than any 
the complicated bull index meth- 
ods. understandable or- 
dinary dairy farmers and such data 
all bulls can worked out 
the Breed Association offices 
minimum expense.

Cattle Club does not claim that the 
results shown for each bull are 
every case know

When Mr. Hope came this 
country 1877, the age nine- 
teen, had only casual acquain- 
tance with the dairy cow. His 
parents had moved America, 
few years before, and had left him 
apprenticed shipping firm 
Liverpool, with which remained 
for seven years, winning the gen- 
erous approval his employers 
his faithful and painstaking indus- 
try. probable that would 
have been promoted position 
trust the business but for poor 
health. 

change was necessary, and let- 
ters from his father assured him that 
America was land opportunity, 
where sensible young chap could 
get ahead the world. 
came, saw, and was fascinated 
farm life. loved the cattle, and 
enjoyed working out-of-doors. 


Early Experiences With Jerseys 


early experiences were with 
Jerseys. Under the tutelage his 
father, who was then manager the 
estate John Wing, Mill- 
brook, New York, learned the 
fundamentals—how feed, fit and 
show cattle. traveled with the 
herd the shows and sales, and 
detail escaped his attention. Later 
worked for Cooper, then 
and for nearly half century, lead- 
ing importer Jerseys. 

While Mr. Cooper’s employ 
prepared the first tabulated pedi- 
grees, now universally used sales 
catalogues. One these, his 
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impeccable handwriting, among 
his most treasured possessions. 
once asked him how became such 
fine penman; the letters flow with 
equal grace and smoothness from the 
first word the last. carefully 
dipped his pen the ink pot, and 
holding right angles to, and his 
little finger resting lightly upon, the 
sheet, wrote: teacher told 
write just this way for hour 
until could write for indefinite 
time without getting cramp 
hand. write well, learn hold 
the pen correctly and 

Even his leisure moments the 
Coopers were spent self-mastery. 
naturally modest, and Mrs. 
Hope tells that his younger 
days was also very shy. But 
persevered usual, and eventually 
overcame the fault. Mrs. Hope 
would know about this, for her 
maiden name was Ella Catherine 
Cooper.

the foremost country estate archi- 
tect the period, and his clients 
were prominent the financial and 
industrial world. was always 
the lookout for young men who 
were competent stockmen and man-

agers, and having previously met 
and liked young Hope, engaged 
his services prepare the catalogues 
and supervise the show. 

This engagement determined Mr. 
Hope’s career Guernsey breed- 
er, for proved such thorough 
and conscientious superintendent 
that Mr. Burnett recommended 
him for the position manager 
the well-known Ellerslie estate 
Governor Levi Morton, 
Rhinecliff, New York. 

During the four years directed 
its affairs, the Ellerslie herd grew 
character and reputation.

laid the foundation for the work 
which was later make his reputa- 
tion constructive breeder.

Twombly, 
Madison, New Jersey. 

The Florham herd 
lished 1891, with importation 
thirteen cows, and bull from the 
Island Guernsey.

with small and medium sized herds have the use 
proved sire. Few dairymen with small herds are 
financially able own good bulls individually and 
would highly uneconomical keep two bulls, which 
would become necessary avoid inbreeding the bulls 
are kept until proved. Bull associations make 
possible for dairymen own better bulls cooperatively 
than they can afford own individually, and sys- 
tematic exchange bulls every two years, the bulls 
may kept until proved without inbreeding. The 
bulls proved good are kept use long they 
are serviceable. The bulls shown unsatisfactory 
are discarded before much damage has been done the 
members’ herds. this way the members coope- 
erative bull association are assured the use proved 


bulls for period years, regardless the size their 
herds.

There are 
many angles the official testing 
problem that one cannot dog- 
matic; but one thing feel 
certain, viz.: That further four 
times daily milking should barred 
from the Advanced Register. 
ambitious owner herdsman 
knew could not get the cow’s rec- 
ord published would take him less 
than one minute decide re- 
frain from that publicity exploit. 
know from documentary evi- 
dence that Guernsey has made 
106.5 pounds milk one day 
three times daily milking. That 
enough for any self-respecting 
Guernsey. Selfish, vested interests 
should not permitted outweigh 
the greater welfare the breed. 

What vastly more important, 
what all want know and what 
the would-be seller should able 
demonstrate clearly, what the 
cow will twice thrice daily 
milking under good normal condi- 
tions when fed along with the rest 
the herd with due regard her 
individual milk producing capacity. 
Three times milking results can 
quickly converted into the twice 
daily milking equivalent with rea- 
sonable accuracy, since the majority 
are and will continue interested 
twice daily milking. 

Here are few tentative conclu- 
sions official testing: 

Testing pure breds should 
universal; every cow the herd 
should tested after her first calf, 
and often thereafter indicated. 
Until this done breed improve- 
ment fearfully impeded. 

The practice picking out 
few selected cows herd for of- 
ficial testing and then selling the 
progeny the herd these rec- 
ords should not tolerated the 
Club. 

Above all, everyone the 
daughters bull should tested 
soon practicable after first 
coming into milk, the records each 
the dams the bull’s tested 
daughters should arranged for 
quick, accurate comparison with 
those their daughters.
